Recognition for cenotaph 



The war memorial 
cenotaph in East Ham’s 
Central Park, which 
commemorates those 
from East Ham who died 
during the First World 
War, has been added 
by English Heritage to its 
list of buildings of special 
architectural or historic 
interest. 

Newham Council’s 
request for designated 
Grade 2 listing was 
approved by the Minister for Tourism and Heritage. 

East Ham community lead councillor Lakmini Shah said: “The end of the First 
World War saw the biggest single wave of public commemoration ever and 
memorials like this offered a focus for grief and remembrance, as it still does today.” 

The cenotaph, erected in 1921, has been recognised for the quality of its scale 
and design. It was designed by architect Robert Banks-Martin, who was the mayor 
of East Ham during the war. It is made of Portland stone and inscribed on each 
face with a roll of honour containing 1,824 names. 


Civic campus boost all set 



Work is about to start on the new Customer Service 
Centre and library that will form part of an improved 
civic campus in East Ham. 

English Heritage is supporting the development 
plans for the new centre in Barking Road over three 
floors, which will include a modern and accessible 
library and space for customer services such as 
Council Tax and benefits and housing advice. 

Listed buildings, including the Town Hall and 
adjacent former technical college, will be refurbished 
and occupied by council staff that support frontline 
services for residents. 

Within the building there will be an energy centre 
that will provide hot water and heating to buildings 


on the campus more efficiently. Current plans also 
include provision of commercial space to encourage and support the growth of small 
businesses. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales said: “We want to bring the whole East Ham campus to life 
as an integral part of the town centre.” 







No rise in Council Tax again 


Still time to have say 


Mayor Sir Robin Wales and Newham Council have 
agreed that residents will not be asked for a penny 
more in Council Tax for the fourth year running. 

The zero per cent increase means properties in 
Band D continue to pay £945.63 to cover the Newham 
element of Council Tax - the same level since 2008/9. 

Sir Robin said: “The continuing effect of reduced 
funding from the coalition government has meant more 
tough decisions about what we spend money on. But 
we are on the side of residents and we will continue to 
deliver the services people tell us are important.” 

The council will have saved £113m by 2015 thanks 
to greater levels of efficiency in service delivery, 
maximising income and withdrawing services that 
no longer serve 
local people. Priority 
spending includes 
free school meals, 
additional police officers 
and Olympic-themed 
events aimed at bringing 
people together. See 
Mayor’s Promises - 
pages 16 to 19.

A new purpose-built centre would 
be the cheapest option in the long-term. Rebuilding represents 
an opportunity for an environmentally-friendly building that is fully 
accessible. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales and the council’s Cabinet will discuss 
the results and decide the future of the centre based on residents’ 
feedback. 


Jobs fit for a prince 



The Prince of Wales met young people on a Prince’s Trust 
course at Newham College to launch a new national initiative 
to tackle youth unemployment. 

The Prince announced 100 new jobs for unemployed young 
people - who will then become job ambassadors to help a 
further 100,000 young people to find work. 

Rosemary Watt-Wyness, regional director for The Prince’s 
Trust in London, said: “The Prince’s Trust Job Ambassadors 
scheme will help young people in the areas hardest hit by 
youth unemployment. Newham will be a priority area, as 
around one in four young people in the borough are struggling 
to get a job. 

“The Prince’s Trust is committed to helping young people 
gain the skills and confidence they need to get a job. We will 
be working closely with Newham Council to ensure that all young people in the borough have the positive opportunities they need 
to keep their lives on track.” 
















Making a different 


The way we live is changing. The 
average young person is unable to 
buy their own home until they’re in 
their 40s. Increased competition for 
a shrinking supply of social housing 
means more of us have to rent in the 
private sector for longer. 

Demand for rented accommodation 
is increasing and changes to welfare 
and Housing Benefit are intensifying 
competition for the cheapest homes. 

“We propose to license all 
private rented properties 
in the borough with 
conditions attached to 
make sure standards 
are kept in management 
and maintenance of the 
property.” 


We have won the right for important 
new freedoms over our housing 
stock, but the coalition Government’s 
savage cuts and its refusal to step in to 
support hard-working people means 
the situation is getting worse. 

In Newham we want to make a 
difference in meeting the housing 
challenges people face, but the 
answers aren’t easy. We want to 
make real improvements, so we are 
consulting on some real changes. 

We want residents to put down 



roots and raise a family here. That 
means making access to social 
housing fairer and supporting those 
who work hard and contribute to the 
community. 

We don’t want social housing to be 
the tenancy of last resort. For too long 
our allocations system has encouraged 
residents to emphasise just how needy 
they are. We need to change that. We 
don’t want you to feel discouraged to 
take steps to improve your lives for 
fear it will knock you down the list. 

The more you try, the more we should 
support you. 

We propose to give some level of 
priority in social housing to people 
who are in employment, have served 
with the armed services or are full-time 



carers. It is right that families earning 
low wages should have access to social 
housing. It can give them the stability 
they need to move beyond simply 
surviving, and it is a fair reward. 

It’s also about creating a mixed

community where people who work 
are live side by side with elderly people 
and people who are unable to work. 
That ensures all our neighbourhoods 
have good role models and that work 
becomes the norm. 

In the meantime we must deal with 
the fact that there are some shocking 
properties being rented out in the private 
sector. Look at the amount of mattresses 
and other rubbish dumped in front 
gardens, people sleeping in sheds and 
dangerous building work that puts lives 
at risk. It damages our borough and puts 


people off settling here. 

We propose to license all private 
rented properties in the borough with 
conditions attached to make sure 
standards are upheld in management 
and maintenance of the property. 

For landlords who are interested 
in running their business and playing 
by the rules there will be a discount, 
and their licence will last five years. 
Once we’ve made an initial visit they 
won’t see us again unless there’s a 
complaint. In fact those landlords are 
welcome to come to us and ask for 


help or advice in running their property, 
in finding tenants and in being a part 
of the community. 

It’s the landlords who refuse to play 
by the rules, who exploit their tenants 
or who turn a blind eye to anti-social 
behaviour that we want to target. 

Our proposal will allow us to identify 
the very worst landlords and enforce 
the basic standards everyone should 
expect from their rented property.

Rent rise is so wrong 


I have written to every Newham Council 
tenant to explain why Government policy 
means rents are going up by around eight 
per cent from April. 

In these tough financial times it is a 
significant increase for many. I wrote 
to the Government and asked them to 
acknowledge this and make any increase 
smaller this year. I was disappointed, 
though not surprised, that they refused that 
request. 

I believe they are wrong and do not 
understand the impact of their economic 
policies on hard-working people. Thankfully 
we still have some of the lowest rents in 
London and we have frozen Council Tax 
bills for the fourth year in a row.

Giving up your time freely for 
the community has always been 
rewarding - but in this Olympic 
year the gains are bigger than 
ever, as some outstanding 
volunteers are being named as 
Inspiring People winners. People 
who have impressed with their 
dedication to the community 
can be nominated and could 
win tickets to some of the most 
desirable Olympic events this 
summer.

“I didn’t believe it was going to come 
to Stratford but I thought, if there’s a 
chance, let’s go for it! I’m a huge fan 
of the Games. I’ve stayed up all night 
watching the Olympics before. Recently 
I worked part-time as a park guide, 
taking people round the Olympic Park 
on buses. I really, really loved it, going 
into the venues when they were just 
construction sites.” 


Pearl has also been a volunteer 
trainer, Games Ambassador, walk 
leader and has taken part in a 
whopping 6,400 hours of volunteering. 

Nominator Nancy Whiskin said: 
“Pearl thoroughly deserves an Inspiring 
People Reward as she is a credit to 
Newham.

House rules: changing 

houu uue allocate housing 


The council has a policy which it uses 
to decide how to allocate social or 
‘council’ housing. This is known as 
the Housing Allocations Policy and it 
affects: 

> who can join the housing 
waiting list 

> how the council decides who gets 
priority on the waiting list 

> transfers for council tenants. 

How the policy works now 

The current policy is based on Choice 
Based Lettings (CBL). This means that 
applicants can ‘bid’ for properties as 
they become available. Where more 
than one applicant ‘bids’, preference 
will usually be given to the one who has 
been on the waiting list the longest, 
although people who are considered to 
have a greater housing need (eg over¬ 
crowded families) will take priority. 


How it could change 

The council wants to review its Housing 
Allocations Policy to ensure that it is fairer and 
supports residents who are making positive 
steps in their lives. The government’s Localism 
Act 2011 is also changing legislation around 
housing policy. We want your input on the 
changes. 

We propose prioritising allocation of 
social housing to applicants in employment 
over those who have been on the waiting 
list for the same amount of time, with the 
same level of housing need. 

For example, imagine two families - 
Family A has housing need and is in 
employment. Family B has housing need 
but is unemployed. Family A would receive 
priority on the list. Now imagine both families 
are in employment. In this case, the family 
that had been on the waiting list the longest 
would receive priority. 

We define someone as employed if they 
are currently in paid employment for 16 


hours a week or more, and have been in 
employment for any nine months out of the 
last 12 months, or are recognised full time 
carers - caring for someone 35 hours a 
week and in receipt of Carers' Allowance.

After you’ve stopped smoking, 
your risk of lung cancer falls to 
half of that of a smoker and your 
risk of having a heart attack falls 
to that of someone who has never 
smoked. 

If you’d like to quit smoking 
but can’t make it to any of NHS 
Newham’s events, you can get 
support to stop smoking through 
your local pharmacy, GP or 
through a weekly drop-in session.

After 20 minutes of stopping 
smoking, your blood pressure and 
pulse returns to normal. 


After 24 hours any carbon 
monoxide in your body reduces and 
your lungs begin to clear out the tar 
that’s been clogging them up. 


After 48 hours all nicotine has 
left your body and you notice an 
improvement in taste and smell. 


After three days your breathing 
becomes easier and your energy 
levels increase.

If you own or use a car or other private vehicle, you 
will need to be aware of some changes to parking in 
the borough during the Games. We want to hear your 
concerns or questions. 


The London Organising Committee of the Olympic Games 
(LOCOG) requires some changes to parking in Newham during 
the Games, and temporary parking restrictions will be in effect 
throughout the summer. 

We want to protect residents and businesses from disruption 
caused by the changes wherever possible. From July to 
September, the council will be prioritising parking for residents, 
businesses and their visitors. People attending the Games will 
be expected to use public transport; those who park in the 
borough will face severe fines or have their vehicles towed. We 
will be putting parking restrictions in place across the whole 
borough to prevent visitors from parking here while they attend 
the Games. 

We want to make everything as easy as possible for you in the 
run-up to and during the Games. We are currently working with 
LOCOG to finalise our full plans for Games time parking. If you 
would like to raise specific concerns, ask questions or register 
for parking news updates, get in touch with us using the details 
below. 

Otherwise keep reading your Newham Mag - we will bring you 
full details in a future issue. 

Blue badge holders 


If you hold a valid Blue Badge in Newham, you will still be able 
to park in permit areas and for up to three hours on yellow lines, 
providing there are no waiting/loading restrictions. You will not 
need to take any further action. 


Special and unforeseen events 


We understand that you may still need to hold special and 
unforeseen events during the Games, such as a naming 
ceremony or funeral. Rest assured that you will be able to apply 
for parking for your guests. Full details will be made available in 
a future issue of the Newham Mag. 


What you can do now: 

Make sure your vehicle is registered 
with the Driver and Vehicle Licensing 
Agency (DVLA) to a Newham address. 

This will help you to park more easily 
during Games time. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales said: “We will make sure that our 
residents experience as little disruption as possible during the 
Games. While we are excited by the events this summer, we 
know that our residents will still need to carry on with their lives 
and we are working hard to make that as easy as possible. You 
can’t host the world’s biggest sporting event without a bit of 
change to the daily routine but, with your help, we will minimise 
the impact of the Games on residents and local businesses.”

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The private rented sector in Newham accounts for around a third of 
all housing in Newham - and is growing fast. We want to ensure all 
our residents can access high quality housing, no matter what type of 
accommodation they live in. 


From overcrowded and poorly 
converted homes to unsafe and 
dangerous properties, we are finding 
that a substantial number of homes in 
the private rented sector are of poor 
quality and badly managed. All these 
issues can lead to anti-social behaviour 
(ASB) and wider environmental 
problems, which affects all of us. 

We are continuing our consultation 
on proposals to deliver a licensing 
scheme that covers all private rented 
properties in the borough. If our 
proposals go ahead Newham will be 
the first borough to introduce a scheme 
of this kind, and we are confident that it 
will drive up standards in private rented 
accommodation. 

What we’re proposing 

Larger shared properties where a 
number of people live, also known 
as Houses in Multiple Occupation 
(HMO), are already subject to a national 


mandatory licensing scheme. We want 
to introduce additional licensing, which 
includes smaller properties not covered 
by the national scheme, and selective 
licensing to cover all other properties. 

What it costs 

Following feedback from our initial 
consultation we have reviewed our 
fee structure. Landlords who make an 
early licence application would pay a 
reduced charge, while those who delay, 
or have been subject to enforcement 
action, would pay more. 

Licence conditions 

Every licence can include certain 
conditions. We’re proposing these 
include: 

> occupancy conditions - the 

landlord would be responsible for 
ensuring that the property does 
not become overcrowded 


> tenancy management conditions - 

the landlord would be responsible for 
providing a written tenancy 
agreement which would include 
clauses relating to anti-social 
behaviour. Any deposit taken 
would be placed in a tenancy 
deposit scheme. Tenants would be 
required to provide references 

> property management 
conditions - the landlord would be 
responsible for ensuring that 
property is safe and well maintained, 
including electrical appliances, gas 
safety and the fitting of smoke alarms.

Born into a family of dock 
workers, with a passion for 
social justice and a brain to 
match, it was inevitable that 
Lynne Steer would grow up 
to pioneer positive change 
to her community. Manager 
of a multi-talented, all-new 
staff team at Custom House’s 
Shipman Youth Zone, her 
approach has seen young 
people from across the south of 
the borough flock to the centre. 



Why did you go into youth work? 

As a young person I was angry about the 
lack of opportunity and young people’s 
voices not being heard. After I went to 
university in Newcastle, I did a lot of 
community work up North with people 
from a wide age range, producing large 
scale artwork. But I ended up gravitating 
towards young people. 


My ultimate aim was to return to the 
community that I grew up in. I came back 
to Newham in 1988 and worked on a 
street project that was started by a group 
of local people in Canning Town, who 
got together to improve youth provision. 
The council took the project over and I 
worked there for 20 years until I moved to 
Shipman in July last year. 


How did you start over with a 
new team? 

We spent last summer going out, 
speaking to loads of young people, finding 
out the reasons why some weren’t using 
the centre. We wanted to keep street work 
at the core of what we do; there are young 
people who aren’t comfortable coming to 
the centre, so we go out to them. We take 
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sports equipment and information about 
our services into the parks. 

Was it difficult attracting new people 
to the centre? 

When we first came, there was just a very 
local group using the centre. So we took 
ourselves over to Canning Town and met 
the young people over there. Every Tuesday 


we ran Transition Night, where we bussed 
people in from other areas. Eventually we 
had those kids coming on other nights, 
which they would never have done before. 
Now they know us and some of the other 
kids, they feel OK about coming here. 

How did you get involved in Jamie 
Oliver’s Ministry of Food (MOF)? 


It was because of our restaurant night here 
on Tuesdays. The young people cook and 
serve food that’s healthy, and cheaper than 
the chicken shop. The council’s Hearty 
Lives team heard about it, so they put us 
in touch with MOF and we gave them the 
big sell. They got really excited and now 
they come every week with ten ovens and 
all their equipment. The kids are doing 
fantastic work which is giving them skills 
and confidence and leading to other things. 
Today we’ve even got Skyl filming them. 

Have you got any Olympic projects? 

Some young people here have constituted 
themselves as a residents’ group so 
they can fundraise and choose how 
the money’s spent. It’s teaching them 
budgeting, teamwork, writing grants 
applications - all kinds of skills. They've 
just made an application to Let’s Get 
the Party Started for a mini-Olympics. 
We’re going to try to get It’s a Knockout 
inflatables and make it a big family event, 
and get a big screen so we can watch the 
opening ceremony here too and get them 
really excited by the Olympics. 

What makes Shipman such a 
success story? 

I think the success of the centre is down 
to identifying the strengths of staff and 
bringing their expertise in. Everyone here is 
so committed to young people. We have a 
big staff team. Supplementing our nine core 
staff with eight student volunteers means we 
are not just policing the young people but 
talking with them. 

We also weren’t afraid to try different 
and creative approaches and provide 
a service for lots of different young 
people. We're reaching out to all the local 
resources to put together something a 
little bit different, rather than thinking that 
one size fits all. That’s us: we recognise 
that one size doesn’t fit all, and we’re 
open to new ideas.

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With high unemployment nationally, even work experience can be difficult to secure. 
But Mayor Sir Robin Wales has commissioned a new scheme which gives the long term 
unemployed a chance to get back into work, and get paid while trying to get there. 


We’re determined that the impact of 
the Games won’t affect the quality 
of life for residents. That’s why we’re 
recruiting almost 200 new street 
cleansing operatives - 60 of which will 
be employed via the Mayor’s Work 
Experience Programme. 

Delivered by Workplace, the 
council’s job service, in partnership with 
East London Business Alliance (ELBA), 
the programme gives residents a week 
of training and a paid work experience 
placement that could lead to fixed term 
employment. 

Robert Commodore from Stratford 
is one of the first to benefit. The former 
caretaker was made redundant during 
the recession. Lie said: “For two and 
a half years I was looking for work, 
applying and not getting a response. 
When the JobCentre suggested I visit 


Workplace I didn’t expect much. But it 
was the best thing I did.” 

A training course prepares 
candidates for work by providing 
them with key skills and interview 
preparation. Robert said: “It was really 
good to meet people who were in a 
similar situation to me; it made me 
realise that I was not alone.” 

After passing the course, Robert was 
offered three months’ work experience 
with the council’s cleansing team and 
paid the national minimum wage. After a 
glowing start and a successful interview, 
he has an eight month fixed term 
contract. After finishing three months 
paid work experience, he received a 
backdated payment which increased his 
wages in line with the normal salary for 
this role. All participants who complete 
the scheme receive this payment 


whether they continue their employment 
with the council or not. Robert is also 
receiving ongoing training. 

Mayor Sir Robin Wales said: “The 
longer you’ve been out of work, the 
tougher it is to find a job. The work 
experience programme helps unemployed 
residents by giving them training and a 
paid placement which could lead to work. 
Most importantly they get new skills, 
confidence and something that updates 
their CV to give them a better chance of 
securing future employment.”
